"Moye's home is in Levmgston, 


Teias. He was an oil well driller 
in the employ of the Mexican Gulf 
Oil company and was 28 jears old. 
He was a native of Alabama. 


"Acting Secretary of State Phillips 


today cabled the Amenca^/'^mbasay 
at Mexico City to make ur^fent repre- 
sentations to the Mexican govern- 
ment for the apprehension and pun- 
ishment of the murderers as speed- 
ily as possible and for the protec- 
tion of Americans in the Tampico 
district

The ul- 
timate cause of death was due to ren- 
al insufficiency the result of ostlc 
degeneration of both kidnejs. which 
had destrojed most of the function- 
ating part of the kidney structure." 


The fixing of the date of May 1, 


1919, in the official finding is of 
magnitude, because the encounter 
between the late Ross Connor and 
Orville Stewart occurred m the earlv 
part of May, that being the date fixed 
in the affidavit upon which Stewart

ONE OHIO MAX REFUSED OFFICE 


General B. F. Potts of Carroll coun- 


ty Ohio, deserves special mention In 
the history of Ohio, because in spite 
o£ the traditional love of appotnt- 
Sment to office and promotion in it 
that Ohio men are said to have, he 
twice declined such favors—one be- 
ing a military offlce and the other a 
civil one. 
In neither case, however 


did bis refusal keep film permanent- 
ly out of the benefit of preferment, 
and be ultimately landed as high, 
or higher than the positions turned 
clown. 
General Potts entered the military 


service as a captain in the 32nd O. 
V. I., at the opening of the civil -war, 
but had been transferred to an artil- 
lery unit and in the fall of 1862 was 
holding that rank when an appoint- 
ment came to him making him a 
lieutenant colonel in another reg- 
iment. 
At tho time his command 


was under fire and in hard straits 
in Virginia and he refused to leave it 
while it was at grips with the enemy. 
He remained with it and was captur- 
ed at Harper's Ferry on September 
15. 
Before long he was exchanged 


and had a long and distinguished 
military service 
thereafter, 
rising 


to the rank of brigadier-general. 
After the war he was elected to the 
state senate, served in the 58th and 
59th legislatures. In his second term 
he was appointed by General Grant, 
then president, to be governor of the 
territory of Montana, but refused it 
because an ;inti-slavery measure was 
to be voted on and the loss of his 
vote would cause it to be defeated. 
Later, however he was offered the 
•same post and accepted it. resigning 
his seat in the senate, to which vac- 
ancy Jared Dunbar was elected. 


In spite of the fact that he came oat 
jf the war a rabid anti-slavery man 
lie had stumped the state as a young 
:nan but 20 years old, for James Bu- 
chanan in 185*5.

but the one that thrilled him most 
was told by a real young boy.

The French and German armies 


had been 'OatUing for days in that 
neighborhood. The air was just full 
of giant shells. 
Airplanes buzzed

Dispatch riders on 


motorcycle flashed back and forth 
over the road delivering messages to 
different parts of the French army.

enemy tries hard to shoot him, so 
that word he is taking will fail to 
reach the officers and perhaps fall 
into the hands of the enemy.

been 
wounded again, 
this time 


through the chest, and that he had 


become unconscious while trying to 
continue hia work. 


De Bois brought him some water 


and finally revived him. The rider 
opened his eyes and whm he saw 
who it was, managed to say, "Ypu 
must take these orders to General 
Jule. Keep this road for five miles, 
turn to your left at the cross road 
and on through the heavy timber. 
You will find him on the side of the 
hill. 
You must not fail." 


Then the rider collapsed again. 


DC Bois carried the soldier into his 
house, laid him on the bed, made him 
as comfortable as he could and then 
ran out to the machine. 


It took him but a minute or two 


to examine the engine and find out 
that it had been unhurt by the fall. 
He started the motor running and 
leaped astride the motorcycle.

The balanced elegance of the exterior, 
combined with the economy In space in 
the interior, makes this style of archi- 
tecture 
appeal 
to 
everyone who 


wants a fine residence at a moderate 
cost. An exceptionally fine design of 
a Dutch colonial house with shingled 
siding is shown in the accompanying 
Illustration. 


The perspective shown illustrates 


the balance of the esterior of the 
house. 
The entrance at the side Is 


fer. 
The den is eight nnd one-halt 


feet square and opens off a side porch, 
as well as the living room. The front 
porch la 20 by 10 feet, Slightly nsrrow. 
er than the bouse. 


The dining room la on the corner to 


the rear and la 14 by 11 feet 8 Inches. 
A nook contains the china closet, while 
there are four windows, giving an 
abundance of light. 
The kitchen la 


the eame size as the dining room. It 
will be noticed that the sink, cupboard 
and work table are ranged along two 
walls, with a window between them. 
The large pantry at the back contains 
a work table and shelres, a window 
being over the former, while the Ice- 
box la located eo that It can be Iced 
from the entry. At the end of the 
central hall, Into which each room on 
the first floor opens, Is a lavatory 
and toilet. 


The second floor rooms • are prac- 


tically duplicates of those on the 
first floor. The bedroom at the front 
is the same size as the living room, 
and also has a fireplace. The rear 
bedroom is the same size as that In 
front. The size of these rooms per- 
mits two beds, while glazed doora 
open onto the canvas decks. 


Over the reception ball is n smaller 


bedroom, that can be used ns n sew ins 
room, or nursery, If desired 
Tins 


room is 13 by 16 feet 3 Inches. At 
the end of the second floor hull is a 
third canvas deck. 
There are two 


closets in each of the large bedrooms 
and one in the smaller bedtooiu. 


The basement extends under the 


whole of the building, the inside stair- 
way to it leading from the central 
hall. The flues aro located nt eitliet 
end of the basement, so that the heat- 
ing plant and fuel storage loom can 
jp placed nt whichever point It is 
most convenient The other pnrt of

placed exactly In the center, while 
on either side are duplicate sets of 
windows. The same effect is secured 
with the windows on the second floor. 
Porches, with the roofs supported by 
colonial columns, are placed at the 
front end and on the opposite side, 
and each has a canvas deck, A third 
deck Is over the kitchen entry and 
pantry. Lattice work between the 
columns of the porches suggests the 
added attraction vines will make to 
the exterior. 


It will be noticed by the floor plan 


that this house 
is rectangular 
In 


shape, 24 by 43 feet, the straight lines 
of the structure being broken only by 
the porches and the slope of the roof 
down to the second floor Bill. While 
shingle construction Is shown, brick or 
stucco may be substituted. 


Half of the appeal of this house, 


however, is in the interior arrange- 
ment. While it is a seven room hcTiBp, 
the rooms are large and conform to the 
modern Ideas of arrangement

"We can never have too many po- 


tatoes if we learn how to use them 
and utilize by-products. In the first 
(place we ought never to market any- 
jthlag but No. •! and No. 2 potatoes 
'carefully graded, free from blemishes; 
^hen we should utilize the culls by 
;maklng them Into stock food by de- 
hydrating; and by making 
potato 


flour and by making farm fuel by ex- 
tracting the alcohol, 


i "Probably twenty-five per cent of 
the potatoes we grow are wasted 
through careless handling and by im- 
.proper storage. All farming should be 


run upon the same efficiency bail* 
which has made manufacturing a suc- 
cess. It is not fair to make the con- 
sumer pay for the mistakes of the 
careless and Ignorant. 
When farm 


practice is 
standardized, 
we can 


double our production and at the 
same time maintain our profit. 


"For 
instance In the handling of 


potatoes, the old shaking, forking and 
shoveling process damages enough to 
change a profit, into a loss. 
Potatoes 


should be graded by gravity, the No. 
1 through a 1% inch screen on to a 
1^4 Inch screen for No. 2. 


"All of these things will be done 


eventually, but in the meantime po- 
tatoes can be put in the silo. The gov-

"Don't waste potatoes.

ly maintained impression in certain 
quarters that 
building 
materials 


have greatly advanced in price in 
the past few years, and that this has 
been reflected In,a pronounced in- 
crease in the cost of construction, 
close students of tie situation know, 
and have statistics to back their be- 
lief, that this increase is due entire- 
y to the higher rate on loan money 
and a rising wage scale, and not to 
material costs, says the weekly re- 
view of the American 
Architect. 


With but two exceptions—in the 
case of lumber and 
brick—MJiere 


a now no great advance in prices 
over the pre-war level of 1913. 


True, there have been wide fluc- 


:uations in the interim, but now 
hat ^prices are again holding firm 
in all markets, with but few excep- 
tions, it can be clearly shown that 
building material production rose 
and fell with the swing of the busi- 
ness pendulum, it having dropped 
to low points in 1914 and 1915 and 
risen to high levels in 1916. Build- 
ing^prices responded in the main to 
the same causes of rising wages and 
other material costs. 
With the ex- 


ception of stee! construction mater- 
ials lagged slightly behind prices of 
other 
commodities 
because 
of 


abundance of common building ma- 
terials and 
competition 
between 


numerous producers.
